It was reported 
that Judge Haydeu WAS taking a course 
which would leal to tho i.iiu of Coch- 
rane's ho:U3, au-l cjrtaiu lettoiy woro in- 
tercepted from Haydon to Mrs. Coclirano 
which proved that the reports woro not 
ill-fonaded.

Huydon made a great in;my enemies at 
different timoi, but up to the last Coch- 
rane reaiiincvl a faithful fnond. At first 
he refused to believe tho stoiies circulat- 
ed about him, but whan tho letters were 
opened the evidence ot guilt was too 
strong to ba denied, and at last Mrs. 
Oochrano made u full confession and 
loft her husband's beautiful horn? for- 
ever.

THE DEATH OS ARCHBISHOP HENNI. 
The Most Bevercnd 
Johu Martin 


Houni, Archbishop of Milwaukee, died 
m that city on Wednesday, at noon. He 
had been in feeble health for some time, 
and for several days before his death, his 
life was despaired of. Archbishop Jloiini 
was one of the most prominent Catholic 
prelates in this country. He was born 
in Switzerland in 1805, and at un early 
ago decided to enter the priesthood^ His 
education was thorough, having received 
instruction 
from 
throe 
able 
and 


well 
known 
bishops, 
who 
took 


special 
care 
to 
mako 
his 


training to comport with tho dignity 
and duties of the oftieo to which ho as- 
pired. In 1829 he wont to Homo, and 
while there attracted the attention of 
Bishop Fcnwick, of Ohio, who was on a 
visit to the Eternal City, and- at tho in- 
stance ot this good Bishop, young llonni 
decided to come to Jtho United States. 
He settled for a while at Bardstowu, ;vi 
Kentucky, where ho attended college for 
a short time previous to being ordained 
to the priesthood. After his ordination 
he went to Ohio, and under tho direction 
of 
Bishop Feuwick, did 
a grout 


deal 
ot 
effective 
missionary 


work. Shot tly after this Bishop Piircell 
elevated Henuito the post ot Vicar-Gen- 
eral of tbo See, and in 1814, a provincial 
council of bishops in Cincinnati, nomin- 
ated him for tho episcopate of tho then 
iiowly-formod diocese of 
Milwaukee, 


and on the 3d of May of that year ho en- 
tered upon tho duties ot his now field ot 
labor. 


Since that time there has been n vast 


change in tho diocese of Milwaukee. His 
cathedral was then a little wooden build- 
ing, and like the dioceso, was poverty 
stricken. Tho house in which ho moved 
was an exceedingly modest ono, and ono 
of tho first unpleasant experiences ho had 
in his new home was a threat of eviction 
in case a balance duo ou tho property 
was not paid immediately. The Bishop 
saw that it was no time to quarrel and 
that delay would be of no advantage, and 
therefore he paid tho amount himself, 
and in so doing expended every Jcont ho 
had in tho world. Since that time 
ho 
has done wonderful 
things for 


tho 
diocese 
of 
Milwaukee. 
It 


now has its stately cathedrals, magnifi- 
cent churches, splendid .institutions of 
learning, and noble charities, aud Bish- 
op Hcum should have the credit for very 
much of this great advancement. 
Ho 


went to Europe once and to Mexico onco 
to secure money from tho rich with 
which to begin these church buildings, 
and his success was satisfactory. Under 
his management tho dioceso grow strong 
and wealthy, until ho was made Arch- 
bishop, his invosture in tho pallium tak- 
ing place on tho 3d ot Juno, 1875. 


Mr. William E. Cramer, tho venerable 


editor ot tho Evening Wisconsin, was 
personally acquainted with Archbishop 
Houni for more than thirty years, and 
tho following is his estimate of tho man: 
" Wo had the pleasure of meeting him at 
tho grand eoumonical council hold in 
Borne in 1870, when 800 bishops, arch- 
bishops, cardinal and other high digna- 
tarios of his church, woro gathered in 
coaclavo at St. Peter's, and wo woro then 
specially impressed with those traits 
which rendered him a fitting servant ot 
the humble and lowly Jeans. Ho was 
there as tho bishop ^of Milwaukee, the 
opresentative ot a diocese of no mean 
ccount; yet of all tho prelates assem- 
ed there was not one plainer in his at- 
re, moro modest in his deportment, 
ess surrounded with the attendants 
nd the pomps ot the great religious or- 
amzation to which he belonged, anil ot 


which he was uatnralfy proud to bo a 
member, than the good man John Martin 
lenni, who has just gone to his long ac- 
onnt. The writer of this has in himself 
a living faith that ho who is truly a 
Christian and a devout servant of Jesus, 
no matter what may be his rank, should 
not try to impress others by tho vani- 
les of outward display. Our good 
archbishop had not ono particle 
ot 


this failing in his nature. We ad- 
mired tho man while ho lived, aud now 
revere hid memory among tho noble 
dead."

Another Hold Train Kobbery Wi- 
Kansas C'lty. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 7.—Shortly 


after 9 o'clock to-night tho incoming Chi 
cago & Alton passenger train that left 
Chicago Tuesday at 12:30 was stopped 
and robbed by a baud o£ robbers three 
miles east of Independence and fourteen 
miles east ot Kansas City. The train 
was flagged and then ten or twelve men 
entered the cars and robbed the express- 
car, boggagemaster, conductor, Pullman 
conductor, and all. tho passengera, except 
in the rear car. 


The ladies in tho sleeping-car, some 


fifteen in number, were relieved of dia- 
mond earrings, rings, watches, and mon- 


ey. They got about <J2,500 from tho pas- 
sengers, aud it is thought about the 
same 
amount 
from 
the 
express 


safe. 
The 
express 
messenger 


H. A. Fox, was terribly beaten over tho 
hood with a revolver, nnd at last gavo up 
the keys to tho safe, and the robbers took 
all the contents. When they entered tho 
Pullman car, five in number, all woro 
masked, and -while ono held an open bag 
or pillow case, each person was relieved 
of 
liis or hor valuables, wb'ch woVo 


thrown indiscriminately into tho bag. 
The car conductor, J. J. Price, lost his 
watch and chain aud $100. 


J. M. Hazolbacher, the train conduc- 


tor, ran through the train, alarming all 
passengers, and tolling -them that the 
robbers woro on board, and then ran 
back and ilagsod a freight train, running 
very close. He then camo back to the 
train, and was at once searched, but had 
thrown his 
watch into tho 
ladies' 


closet, and so they got nothing. One 
of 
.tho robbers poked 
a revolver 


into his face, and said "that is tho pistol 
that killed Wostfall, on thrj Rock Island 
road, and it will kill you if you stir." 
Tho same man said ho was Jesse James, 
and that they robbed the Alton train be- 
cause it had jollied with tho Rock Island 
and other to capture the outfit. He also 
said they 
would burn tho cars and 


bridges if an organized pursuit is made. 
Another man in tho gang also said his 
name was Jesse James, ond, after rob- 
bing tho engineer, Choke Footo, gave 
him back $2 aud told him to go aud get 
a drink and quit railroading out in the 
section or ho would be killed tho next 
time. Tho robbers talked all the time, 
and woro white masks. Some had hats 
on, aud some had not, but all woro dus- 
ters. Thoy were armed shotguns, ohl- 
fashioncd blunderbusses, and pistols, 
and (..had on high-top boots and farm- 
ers' clothes. The place where tho rob- 
bery took place is a deep cut, near where 
tho Missoun Pacific track crosses it, and 
the country is hilly aud well wooded, and 
just suitable for such a robbery. 
It is 


only a few miles from GMendale, where 
tho Alton train was robbed in 1S7U by 
Jesse James and gang, when tlioy se- 
cured nearly $U>,000. As soon as tho 
robbers had gone through all the pas- 
sengers, they told the engineer to pull 
out. and said: " Good night. This is the 
last of the James boys' gang." The train 
came at onco to Kansas City, and posses 
of mon have already left by special train 
and ou horseback to head oil' the high- 
waymen, if possible. 


T. F. or Frank Burton, the brakemnn, 


made tho following statement of tlio rob- 
bery, lie said: 


"I. was standing ou the trout platform 


of tlio sleeper when tlio tram stopped, 
and I hoard voices and oaUis ou tho back 
platform. I said, iu a moment: '\Vo 
are going to be robbed.' Then ono of 
the robbers cried out: 'Wo arc coming 
in and going through you all.' 


I remembered that the freight-train 


was just behind us, and I hoard it com- 
ing up, I jumped off and ran with my 
lantern down the truck. Thoy com- 
menced shooting at mo. Tho bullets 
whistled all around mo, and struck tlio 
rails and stone. 


They musthayo fired twenty-five shote. 


The engineer said: 'For God's sake don't 
shoot tho boy. Ho is saving the lives ot 
these people.' Then ono of thorn threw 
up his arms and cried: 'Stop shooting!' 
I rolled into tho cut and waved my lan- 
tern. 


Tho freight train was stopped only a 


car length off. Whon I came back tho 
robbers said, "Havo you lost anything ?" 
I answered 
"fifty cents." 
Ho said, 


"Show mo tho 
aud I will kill 


him." 


Ho gave me ono dollar and fifty cents 


for interest. Then I heard ono of the 
robbers say to tho engineer, 'Choppy 
Footo, your too good a man to keep up 
this business. Hero's $2 to buy n. drink 
in the morning, and to drink it for Jesse 
James. I warn you you'll bo killed if 
you don't leave this road. Wo ore going 
to tear up and bust tho Alton and the 
Rock Island roads, for they've been of- 
fering rewards for us. Wo'vo got MO 
grudge, against tho Pullmans, aud we'll 
switch olF their cars and burn all tho 
rest. 
I 
am 
tho 
man 
who 


killed 
Wostlako, 
at 
Winston. 


He was too smart, and drew a re- 
volver." Burton did not believe it was 
Josso James, or any o£ his gang. 


They all acted groou in the business, 


aud ho thought they were men living iu 
tho vicinity. They made no attempt to 
disguise their voices. 


Frank Lombard, the new agent was in- 


terviewed by a Tribune reporter and 
said: 
"I was sitting in the smoking car 


talking with the conductor, Jack Hazol- 
baker. Wo wore then on tho up grade, 
about four miles fro Independence. 


All of a sudden the train camo to a 


stop. I said to Hazlobakcr 'There is 
another 
freight-train 
iu 
our 


way, 
I 
suppose.' Wo heard 
loud 


voices and pistol shots. I looked out 
aud saw lanterns flashing. Wo know 
that train robbers were on us. 
Hazel- 


baker ran back into tho tram and warned 
the passengers. Thoy were all looking 
ont of tho windows until the robbers 
called out to them to pull iu their heads 
and keep quiet. Tho robbers had stopped 
the train by putting au obstruction ou 
the rails aud signaling. I am sure there 
were a dozen of them, although some of 
tho passengers place tho number at eix- 
teou. Everybody was pauic-strickeu aud 
iclploss. 
I rau 
out of 
the car 
ind found the mon 
guarding 
tho 


engineer aud 
fireman. 
They 
were 


joorly masked, but all armed with Hou- 
ry ritles. They were sweariug loudly 
ind shooting at random.

A MIPEOBS TOLL.UATHEREB. 
In the year 1857, I was mate of the 


abip Ellen Bird, then making her third 
voyage. It was in tho palmy days of 


• tho sandal-wood and beeswax trade, 


and wo wore at the Island of Timor, an- 
chored at Delhi haven, taking in a 
CMtffO. 
,.-,- Sandal wood, so valuable because of 
. 'Us enduring periumo for tho manufac- 
ture of fancy work-boxes, desks and 
cabinets, could, at that time, be ob- 
tained in considerable- quantities in Ti- 
mor. It grows thcro as a small timber 
tree among the mountains of tho interi- 
or. The natives aro hired to take it to 


• tho harbor in small logs, carried on tho 
shoulders of two or three men walking 
together, or upon tho backs of their 
tamed ponies. 


While slowly taking in this part of 


•our COIRO, log bj log, I, as mate of the 
vessel, was dispatched on a trip inland, 
to hasten the collection of beeswax. 
Throe of the seamen accompanied mo. 
Some twenty natives of the island also 
went with us to toko up the wild bees' 
neat*, and these wore to be paid in 
goods at the vessel for all the wax they 
might gather. 
for over a week we slept in two bam- 


boo huta sot up on posta, with thatched 
roofs, at a place the natives called tho 
Daptees, twenty or twenty-five miles 
back from Delhi. 
Dordee is the Timorese name for a 


very curious tree, tho roots of which 
rise out of tho ground in a tangled, 
complicated pyramid to tho height of 
sixty, and evca eighty, feet. It is at 
tho top of this vast mass that the real 
trunk of the tree begins, branching out 
above In a top almost as'thick and cx- 
. tensive as the root. Often these wide- 
spread and thickly-woven dardco roots 
inclose an open space at their center, 
whore one may stand directly beneath 
;thb great trunk overhead. These root 
•ystems are not unfrcqupntly thirty, 


;_^_fprty and oven fifty feet in diameter, 
exhibiting 
a 
singularly-grotesque, 
-gnarledappearance; and where a forest 
of- them stand moderately close togcth- 


~*or, thoy present to tho eye a most be- 


wildering maze. 
Bat tho forests of Timor are, as a 


role, by no moans dense. Open plats, 
full of rank, coarse gross ana flowers, 
alternate with tho groves of larger 


hum. 
Defended by tho smoke, Bonn 


had in a moment or two more made a 
doable noose of his smaller line round 
the comb; and then, with a few deft 
cuts of his chopper, ho cleaved off the 
cone from the limb, and lowered it un- 
broken to tho ground. In three min- 
utes more ho had walked down tho true, 
much as ho had walked up, and stood 
among us, none tho worse for his ex- 
ploit, with the exception of a few 
stings. 


Afterward, I repeatedly saw Fola, 


Amme, Motulcct and a, dozen others of 
out- native squad, climb up for nests in 
the same way. It was their customary 
method. Nothing would have induced 
mo to attempt such a feat; nor could 
any of our sailors bo induced or cajoled 


sear in I whenever it tlirust its head out from 
for thn tho hole. He said that he had put two 


balls clean through its body before it 
had commenced "to slide back into its 
retreat. 


Benu now brought an axe, and in tho 


course of an hour the great log was cut 
off, close to the bank, and foil down 
with a loud crash—one end of it—into 
tho gully. It split as it fell, and the 
body of the python was thrown partly 
out of the hollow—but the crack closing. 
somewhat again, as the end of the lop; 
camo to rest on the bottom of tho gulch, 
the groat reptile was hold fast within 
it. For awhile it writhed and twisted 
there, emitting a most horrible odor. 
Seeing it was caught fast, the natives 
wontaown and boat it to death with 
handspikes. They then cut away tho 


g and let its body fall out. 
With my pocket-rule I measured ofl 


a ten-foot polo, and when I say that I

dead serpent s body, and had still a foot 
to spare off its tail, perhaps I shall bo 
accused of telling "a snake story;" 
nevertheless, it's tho truth. At the 
middle, its body was nearly as thick as 
a man's; and its scales wore as largo as 
clam shells. But tho most ferocious 
feature was its groat, bony, flattened 
head, with its hugo gaping jaws and 
groat lidless eyes. Its colors were n 
pale yellow along tho belly, shading to 
coppery hues on its sides, with livid 
brown and black markings along the 
back. 
There is little doubt that this mon- 


strous creature had long had its lurking- 
place in tho old log; and it made me 
shudder to think how many times we

trees; and the whole country round 
..•bout, tho huts, where we spent our 


ajjgfata, wJia ono great natural apiary. 
Tbe huts, in fact, were built bv bco- 
hantore. who each year visit the district 
to Get honey and wax. 


Much aa has boon said and written 
concerning bees, .1 think the reader will 
yet find something novel in a brief de- 
scription of tho wild bees of Timor, and 
tho old method by which tho natives 
capture thorn. Those bees (tho apis 
dorsata) do not, like tho wild bees of 
America and other countries, build their 
nests in hollow trees, or clefts in tho 
crags. I was astonished to sco hanging 
to the lower side of some stout branch, 
for up in tho top of the loftiest trees, a 
great cone of honey-comb, often four 
net in diameter by five feet in length. 
These comba ore so piled and covered 
in as to resist tho weather completely, 
and are cemented to tho branch with a 
. thick, glutinous stamp of very tough 
" and compact wax. 
I estimated the 
weight of some of those large combs nt 
three hundred pounds. 
During tho week we were in the for- 
est, .we took. I should think, nearly live 
hundred of thcso hocev-concs. 
Tho 


• honey, savo what we could oat with our 
food, was of no use to us, nnd I have 
little doubt that thirty or forty thousand 
pounds of honey woro destroyed by us 
In that one weoi; for the wax was all 
that we cared to take. 
The first timo I saw the natives take 
a bees' nest, I thought their method of 
doing it as curious aa tho nest itself 
was odd. This peculiar nest hung from 
a limb of stall, straight, smooth-barked 
eucalyptus trco. seventy-five feet from 
the ground. The trunk of the tree was 
a yard or more in diameter. To cut 
it down would have been several hours' 
work, oven for on experienced woods- 
man: while to climb it, after the ordinary 
fashion, would have been out of the 
question. This Is the way Benu, one 


. of the Timor men. set to work. First, 
lie took from his handle a torch of some 
resinous wood, and lighted it. 
This 


torch ho attached to his waist-cloth, or 
girdle, by moans of a string some ten 


• feet long, so that as ho climbed up, tho 


slowly burning, but densely smoking, 
torch would hang beneath him. 
To 


his girdle was also hung achopping- 
kntfc, for cutting off tho comb from the 
branch, and a long lino, in a coil, for 
lowering it to tho ground. 
Fola, an- 


other oftho men, now brought him a 
strong bush rope, or creopor, some 
twenty feet long, green and pliable, 
and freshly cut from a thicket. Donu 
first passed ono end of this creopor 
round tho trunk of tho tree, then grasp- 
ing an end in each hand, loaned bock, 
and setting his foct against the trunk, 
ho began to walk up the trco, holding 
fast by tho bush rope and throwing it 
~~ 
~> quick jerk, after every second 
. t was wonderful to note tho 


I with which ho took advantage of 


into attempting it. 


A little way out from our huts, on the 


further side, and just beyond tho throe 
dardeo trees, there was a rocky gully 
or gulch, twenty-five or thirty feet in 
depth, and from forty to fifty feet wide. 
So steep wore its sides, and so tangled 
with creepers and vinos, that to cross it 
we should have been forced to made a 
long detour, either below or above, had 
it not been for a bridge, which nature 
had provided in the shape of a trco 
which had fallen across tho ravine, 
spanning it completely from bank to 
bank. It had boon a very largo, old 
tree. The shattered top lay on the side 
next our huts; and tho ends wero over- 
run by a luxuriant wild grape-vino, 
loaded down with clusters of grapes, 
the outer skins of which wero covered 
with hair! But their ilavor was deli- 
cious, though on first putting ono in 
your mouth, tho hair gave you a very 
peculiar sensation. Winding through 
tho top of tho trco with the vine, there 
was a beautiful crown-lily, displaying 
its glorious festoons of blossoms side by 
side with the strange hairy grape clus- 
ters, so that a most singular and gor- 
geous effect was produced. Tho trunk 
of the tree, which was at least four foct 
in diameter, offered a perfectly safe 
bridge across tho gully; and for tho first 
four days-wo wore constantly going 
back and forth on it. It had evidently 
been used for this purpose, either by 
men or wild animals, long before our 
arrival, for tho log was worn smooth, 
apparently, by tho many foot that had 
passed and repassed on it. 


Though still tolerably sound and 
strong, tho log was plainly a hollow one; 
and out near the middle of it there was 
a hole in tho upper side. I noticed 
this hole tho first time I went across, 
and thought what an ngly thing it 
would be to step into it wnen crossing 
with a load. It must have been not far 
from a foot and a half in diameter. 


Several times, while walking over 


this log, I noticed a strange, sicKcning 
odor coming from it, which, though 
faint, was very nauseating, and onco, 
when standing still for a moment, 
looking down into tho gully beneath 
it, I saw some bunches of what ap- 
peared to bo bones wadded together. 
There wero a good many of thcso lying 
there among tho rank grass, and I con- 
cluded that a number of animals had 
died, or been killed there, and that tho 
peculiar odor came from thcso. 


Tho fourth evening wo wero there, 
just at sun-set, when the natives wore 
coming from beo-hunting, each with 
his great sack of mashed comb on his 
head, I suddenly heard a fearful outcry 
in tho direction of this gully. 


"Some of'em have tumbled o(Fn 


that log!" Myers, one of tho sailors 
with mo, called out, and wo all ran 
from tho hut whcro wo were eating 


had all passed back and forth over its 
head.—Youth's Companion.

At tho 
same instant I perceived tho folds of a 
monstrous, mottled snake, rising in 
great loops above the log, and heard a 
native who was standing on the farther 
end of the log, screaming " J7'tar lo- 
hai! Vlar Ichai! (Great snake! Great 
snake!) 
" Tasaku! tasahu!" 
(Help! 


help!) "Come forth, white chief, with 
your iiro gun!" 


Without waiting to get my gun, for 


poor Oati's shrieks woro awful to hoar. 
I soizcd a largo handspike lying noar, 
and dashing out on tho log, delivered 
two heavy blows upon tho serpent's 
writhing folds, cither of which I feel 
certain would have broken an ox's 
back. Feeling 
these, tho 
monster 


dropped Oati, whom it had seized by 
the thigh in its mouth and was holding 
up by main strength, and rearing its 
hugo, llattcned head six or seven feet 
above tho log, looked me full in tho 
face, its great eyes dilated with fury and 
its tongue licking the air with a strange, 
hissing sound. 
It was a sight to startle tho bravest 


of men. I struck at its head and leaped 
backward on tho log, but lost my foot- 
ing when close to the bank of tho gully, 
and, slipping off tho tree-trunk, wont 
tearing down through tho vinos to tho 
bottom. Tho fall did not hurt me 
much, but I was snarled up in vines, 
and it was some moments before I could 
struggle out, or oven clear away tho 
foliage sufficiently to sco whether tho 
great snake was after me or not. 
I 


could hear n tremendous shouting and 
noise, however, and soon tho reports of 
several guns. 


Tho moment I got clear of tho lianas, 


I ran through tho bushes and grass, 
down the bed of the gully; and hero 1 
camo upon Oati, crawling off on his 
hands and knees. His thigh was bleed- 
ing profusely from several deep, ugly- 
looking holes, and his auklo was out of 
Joint from tho fall. 


Thoro was so savage a battle going 


on above us, that my shouts for assist- 
ance were unnoticed. 
After several ef- 


forts I succeeded in throwing Oati1 a 
ankle-joint back into place; and then, 
binding up his leg as oest I could, I 
helped him along to a placo where it 
was possible for us to cliiub out. 
But altogether this bad occupied fif- 


teen or twenty minutes; so that the 
flght which Myers nod Benu. Amme, 
R>la and the rest wore making with the 
U'lar lehat" was now for the most part 
over. Tho shots had driven tho ser- 
pent back into tho logj whence, ac- 
cording to Oati, it had darted its head 
out to seize him, as ho walked across.

low tho example of dwellers in hot 
climates, who live principally on fruits 
and fresh vegetables. Dates and bread 
form the chief diet of tho desert Arab, 
and tho hardy East Indian coolio sub- 
sists almost entirely on rico. Bouillon, 
that is, light soup, fresh fruit, a salad, 
and coffee is tho Frenchman's bill of faro 
for the hot weather. Indeed, nature in 
this respect as in others, is a law unto 
herself, and ho who cats much moat in 
hot weather is apt to pay tho penalty 
for it in a cloggod brain and feeling of 
general heaviness. Breakfast, especial- 
ly, should in warm wether be a light 
meal. Milk and oatmeal or cracked 
wheat, soft-boiled eggs, broad, which 
however, need not bo stale, fresh butter 
and fruit aro far more refreshing and 
healthy diet with tho thermometer up 
among tho nineties than hot cakes ana 
fried moat, washed down with hot 
coffee. 
i 


Tho athletes in training for tho Greek 


games woro restricted to n diet of bread 
and milk and fruit, and in our own day 
tho prospective prize-fighter is strictly 
limited in his supply of animal food. 
Dio Lewis gives it as his opinion that 
meats, except lambs and chicken, should 
bo eschewed in hot weather, but then 
Dio Lewis would make oatmeal tho staff 
of life, and ascribes most of the ills that 
flesh is heir to to intemperance in cat- 
ing. 
Yet, while "ono man's moat is 


another man's poison," the fact remains 
that iu warm weather much less animal 
food is necessary than in cold, when 
tho: fires, so to speak, need to bo kept 
up and an exccss'of carbon is required 
to keep us warm. In this state of af- 
fairs it is a matter of congratulation 
that Naturo provides us with so many 
dainty dishes, all ready to be eaten. 
Strawberries, raspberries, blueberries, 
blackberries and peaches may all come 
to the table without tho smell of fire 
having passed upon thorn, and, eaten 
with fresh country cream, aro " a dainty 
dish to sot before a King." Tomatoes, 
eaten raw, aro a sovereign remedy for 
biliousness. 


In tho country, whoro fruit and milk 


aro abundant, ice-cream, that most de- 
licious of hot-weather dishes, costs but 
very little. Given a fivo minute freezer 
and a pailful of ice, the rich milk, or, 
still better, cream, has but to be mixed 
with tho crushed fruit, sweetened, and 
loft to freeze itself. 
Covered with an 


old blanket or piece of carpeting, the 
process of congealing will go on slowly 
but surely, with small aid from you, 
even if your freezer bo but a tin bucket, 
only in that case you must cut up tho 
cream two or throe times from tho bot- 
tom with n knlfo whilo freezing, in or- 
der to prevent tho formation ofcrystals 
of ice in tho ftoozor. 


A popular fallacy condemns soup as 


too hot for warm weather. On the 
contrary, it is one of the best of sum- 
mer dishes. -In a well-made soup tho 
process of digestion is half accom- 
plished, and nothing else, except beef- 
tea, containing as much nourishment 
can bo oaten with so little effort. ' Veg- 
etable soups are easily made, and well 
made aro delicious. 
Against flies, that plague of summer, 


two weapons aro powerful—cleanliness 
and darkness. The table should bo 
cleaned as soon as meals aro over and 
all crumbs carefully brushed up from 
tablo nnd floor. The dining-room 
should be kept dark between meals; 
but it will not do simply to shut up tho 
room, shutting tho flics in it. Close every 
door and window but one and drive the 
flics out through that. This is by no 
moans so diflicult as it appears upon 
paper, and practice enables one to be- 
como quite an expert at tho task. 


,Air all sleeping rooms thoroughly 


every morning, and if possible sun the 
mattresses occasionally. Of ton at night, 
when tho heat is unbearable, a wet 
cloth stretched over tho window blind 
will cool the room as though a shower 
had fallen, and every 0110. knows how 
Watering tho pavement in front of the 
door will freshen tho hot, dry air. This 
principle of the reduction of tho tem- 
perature by evaporation is capable of 
much practical application, in India 
and other tropical countries, where ice 
is almost unknown, tho natives cool 
their water for drinking by suspending 
their water-bottles, which aro of porous 
earthenware, in a brisk current of air, 
caused by tho punkahs or largo fans of 
tho country, which process is said to 
cool "

Wliolcsonio Cellars. 


Dr. Dompaoy, of lutliana, rcforritis 


to an inquiry in tho Tribune in r«o;ara 
to the ventilation of collars, shows that 
there should be such ventilation, uot 
only to clear out tho carbonic acid and; 
other products ol the ileoay of vegeta- 
ble matters too often allowed tnoro, 
but also to render the air drier. 
Damp 


air in the collar may occasion damp and 
cold lloors above, and cold feet, espe- 
cially in tho house, may bo the begin- 
ning of congestion, catarrh, earaclio, 
diphtheria, eto. 
He suggests running 


a separate line of the chimney into tho 
collar, and tappin.fr it there by a large 
opening. Tlus will servo, its purpose, 
provided that the Hue is largo, and is 
warmed by continuous smoke Hues so 
iU! to create n draft, but otherwise it 
will bo of little .use. 
It is easy enough 


by carelessness to cause the cellar to 
.become a source of troublesome disease 
in the house; and, conversely, it re- 
quires only a little forethought and 
care, especially if tho start is made 
with the beginning of tho foundation 
walls, to render the cellar entirely 
wholesome. These walla.should bo laid 
on a bed of stonb without cement, so 
as to form a drain all around the cellar, 
from tho lowest part of which tho wa- 
ter that may. collect should be carried 
off in any suitable manner. 
Windows 


of good size should bo set on all sides 
of the cellar, with -stout netting cover- 
ing tho frames, so that they can be left 
open at any time without danger of tho 
entrance of vermin. .If there is to bo 
only sweetness and whplosomeness iu 
tho cellar, window ventilation must be 
resorted to more or loss, even if at the 
sacrifice of some coolness in summer. 
But tho drier tho collar and the more 
carefully any and every form of decay- 
ing vegetable matter is -excluded, tho 
less will it bo nocessary to keep open 
windows —A'. Y. Tribune.

Wild Hemp. 


(From the New York Times) 


The ramie, ramph, reah 
Cliinn grasn, 


or wild hemp—itis jjonerally known by 
the last uaniod term iu this country, 
where it in indigenous—is assuming 
much prospective importance; mention 
has already boon made of it ns used iu 
producing what is called "cosmos wool." 
it belongs to tlio nettle family, but 
is 


stingloss. Ita stems grow straight and 
111 bunches, filled with ami surrounded 
by a Uborus muntlo covered by a tliicl 
red skin, tho fibres themselves bound tt 
gether by a resinous substance. It is i 
peroiual plant, not annual, like lUix au< 
hemp; ago increases its strength and fer- 
tility, aud it resists drought and wot 
though injured by the frost except in 
the roots. Iu Prance it attains a height 
of two to two aud u hair motors, and in 
its knstorn homo twice that. It can'bo 
propagated from either seeds or cuttings. 
Ihe leaves when dried make tho tongl 
Chinese paper so well known, and tho 
green ones arc good fodder for cattle. 
Except that its luxuriant growth requires 
manuring, its cultivation is most simple • 
hoeing aud digging aro needed only the 
lirst year, for tho plaut itself thereafter 
grows so luxriantly, as to smother nl 
weeds. It-is cstirmtod to yoild a crop 
wosth iSSuO to ©80 per hectare. 
The 


4.000 or 5,000 kilos ot leaves lire reckon- 
ed to pay for eultivationg, besides 1,5(10 
to 2,200 kilos ot tilicr, from which 
1,200 


to 1,500 kilos of white hackled linen can 
bo spun. English ami JJolgian makers 
uow buy ramie from Ohiua at 35 cents a 
kilo, soiling it, nCter hackling, bleachmr', 
and spinning, at 81,40 to f 1.90. 
Tho 


tenacity ot fibre is to that oO llax as 125 
to 80. The Chinese mako tho coarsest 
nets from it aud fabrics resembling tho 
inest batiste. Tho removal of the glu- 
tinous snbstauco inclosing tho fibre is 
;ho most difficult process, but for that 
aud soperation from tho woody tissue 
mechanical means aro now employed 
with growing success. Culture of tho 
plant is progressing in southern Franco 
and tho highest expectations aro cnter- 
:aiued concerning it. In India, in 1870, 
the government recognized its value by 
o.Terniag a prize of .^5,000 for the best 
machine for preparing the fiber; only 
)ne machine was offered, uiul it proved 
mporfcct, but tho offer has been kept 
.>pcn. How far 
tins curious plant is 


tutod for cultivation in this country 
does not yet appear, and it 
seems to 


mve attracted thus far compnritivcly 
ittlo attention from Americans.
